P'or a decade and a half, 
the 
nations 
have tried to operate the peace machinery 
at Geneva on a universal rather than a re­ 
gional ba.sis. 
There have been disappoint­ 
ments. 
Various reasons may be ascribed, 
but neither the United States nor any of 
the Latin Am erican republics can throw 
stones, for their own records of peace col­ 
laboration have notable gaps. 
Now comes the United States at Buenos 
Aires with a concrete, carefully worked- 
out plan for skeletonized peace m achinery 
on a regional basis. 
Several efforts have 
been made in advance to prevent this new 
peace m achinery from conflicting with the 
border program at Geneva. 
The Argen­ 
tine Government, anxious to maintain its 
old ties with G reat Britain and its new ties 
with the League, may insist upon still fu r­ 
ther adjustments of the Am erican pro­ 
gram to Geneva’s objectives. 
The one basic difference 
between 
the 
Am erican and the Geneva programs is 
over neutrality. 
The 
League 
Covenant 
binds its members to take collective ac­ 
tion against an aggressor. 
They have not 
yet successfully done so in a m ajor crisis. 
The great difficulty of determining an 
aggressor remains. 
The Am erican plan, 
after re-emphasizing the many devices of 
conciliation and arbitration embodied in 
inter-American treaties, provides for boy­ 
cotts of munitions and money against Both 
belligerents. 
» 
« 
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But in the proposed draft convention, it 
is stipulated that the new 
proposals 
for 
boycotts shall not conflict with provisions 
in existing treaties— such as the League 
Covenant. 
Thus an Am erican member of 
the League could hold itself in readiness, 
in case Geneva decided on sanctions, to 
take such action against an aggressor. But 
it would be bound from the outset of a 
conflict, as soon as a state of w ar was 
visible, to shut off all exports of munitions 
or money to both belligerents. 
Presum­ 
ably, after the League decision was taken, 
the Am erican member could lift its em­ 
bargo against the aggressed nation. 
The new Am erican m achinery’s great­ 
est merit— potentially an enormous step 
forv/ard— is 
provision 
for 
permanent, 
quasi-automatic consultation among all the 
republics of the Am erican continent. 
A 
consultative committee of Secretaries of 
State or Foreign Ministers is set up, to op­ 
erate the peace m achinery and watch over 
the peace. 
This, like the embargo propo­ 
sals, now applies only to trouble in the 
W estern Hemisphere. 
Later it might be 
extended to foreign wars. 


So far, the Am erican plan is simply for 
resucitation of the five existing peace-ma- 
chinery treaties adopted by these repu­ 
blics, for their extension in the form of 
boycott provisions, and their 
application 
through a permanent consultative commit­ 
tee. 
Safeguarded from conflict with the 
universal scheme practical, the new peace 
program of the United States marks an 
enormous advance not only in Am erican 
foreign policy 
but 
for 
inter-American 
peace.

Some highway users at night are 
tempted to believe that their cars can es­ 
cape the observing eyes of the highway 
patrolmen, or the traffic officers. 
There 
are many cars and trucks 
with 
blinding 
headlights. 
These lamps are sometimes 
not only too glaring but they are out of 
focus. 
Some of them shine in the top of 
high trees instead 
of 
illuminating 
the 
highw ay in front of them. 


The safe driver approaching 
cars 
or 
trucks 
with 
faulty 
lights 
either 
slows 
down or stops. 
He cannot see the condi­ 
tions on his side of the highway. 
He can­ 
not be sure that he w ill not strike down 
some luckless pedestrian, or collide with 
some vehicle, parked or moving slowly. 
Fau lty lights cause their greatest danger 
on curves.

W H A T IS A S A F E H O M E? 


“ The home has long been a symbol of 
safety,’’ says W . E. 
M ajlalieu, 
General 
M anager of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. 
“ According to the 
thou­ 
sands of reports received that Am erican 
homes are far from being safe as regards 
fire. 


“ W h at can the heads of families do to 
assure greater fire safety? 
Let them first 
find the answers to these questions regard­ 
ing the construction of their homes: Is the 
cellar, containing the heating plant, cut 
off from the upstairs 
by 
a 
ceiling 
of 
cement or metal lath extending to the 
foundation on all sides? 
The door lead­ 
ing upstairs should be of substantial con­ 
struction and not of the usual thin- panel 
type. 
It should be kept tightly closed. 
How’ about the furnace— is it correctly in­ 
stalled so that no burnable 
material 
is 
near enough to it or its pipes to be ignit­ 
ed 
by 
radiated 
heat? 
The 
chimney 
should be built substantially 
and 
lined 
wdth fire clay. 
Are electrical fixtures and 
w’iring safe? 
Have fire stops been placed 
in walls at each floor level to prevent the 
spread of flam es? The roof too should be 
fire-resistive. 
M any 
of 
these 
improve­ 
ments can be made without great expense, 
even after a house is built.” 


Sound construction is the first essential 
of fire prevention. 
Reducing the possi­ 
bility of accidental fires is vital. 
Mr. Mal- 
lalieu further points out that too much 
cannot be said about the danger of clean- 
vig clothing w’ith inflammable or explo­ 
sive liquids. 
The misuse of electricity— 
w’hich means amateur repair w’ork and 
extensions, the overloading of circuits with 
too many appliances, etc.— is also another 
prolific source of fire. 


Your home can be made safe — both 
from fires that are the result of poor con­ 
struction and fires of the accidental vari­ 
ety. 
It is certainly worth a few’ dollars 
and a little time to protect your valuables 
and the lives of your fam ily.

Proper Procedure 
The proper procedure Is to roll 
the victim gently on to a blanket 
so that he rests 
face downward. 
When the blanket is lifted, the vic­ 
tim’s back sags, thus making him 
sway-back 
and 
removing 
pressure 
from the spinal cord. 
If you think the neck is broken, 
you should gently roll the victim 
on a plank so that he rests face 
upw-ard, and under no circumstances 
v;ith the head tilted forward. This 
Is the best position to prevent move­ 
ment of the fractured cervical verte­ 
brae. 
When the victim is unconscious, 
“ handle him as though his neck or 
back were broken.”
